The Dr. Wheeler Preliminary Examina- 


tion Indefinitely Postponed. 


From Tuesday's Daily. 


This was the day set for the preliminary 


examination of Dr. J. D. Wheeler. The 
hearing was to be had before Justice 
Curtis. Yesterday the counsel for the 
defendant called upon State's Attorney 
Johns aud arranged to bave the examina- 
tion indefinitely postponed, and it is eo 
ordered by Curtis. The reason given for 
this delay is that the defendant desires 
further time in which to get needed wit- 
nesses here from a distance. 


A reporter called upon the accused 


physician at the county jail this forenoon. 
The doctor occupies a room in the 
debtor's department in the residence por- 
tion of the jail, in the second story. The 
room is comfortably furnished. The floor 
is carpeted. 
There are two beds aud 


plenty of chairs—two of them easy chairs. 
There is a dressing case in one corner, and 
snub comforts as cigars, books and papers 
are provided at the prisoner's individual 
expense. The doctor bears up well under 
the fearful charge with which he stands 
accused. Since hie arrest he lias been 
averse to conversing freely with newspa- 
per reporters, although it is evident that 
he is hopeful of a final acquittal. 
AVhen 


asked why the examination had been 
postponed, he simply stated that "we 
are getting a good ready.'' The doctor 
walked back and forth in the room with 
his hands clasped behind, and talked 
chiefly of the alleged spirit of persecu- 
tion apparent to him, and intimating that 
a day of judgment for some of his ene- 
mies was not far off. Ho said he didn't 
know that ho had an enemy in Decatnr— 
excepting one—and that he had always 
tried to be friendly with everybody, be- 
cause it was his nature to bo jovial. At 
this juncture a sister-in-law of the ac- 
cused, Mrs. W. D. Wheeler, of Auburn, 
111., accompanied by her daughter and 
niece, entered the room, and the reporter 
after remaining a few moments took his 
departure. 


A Celebrated Case. 


The somewhat famous case of Melissa 


Z. Funk vs. Geo. W. Funk, is on trial for 
the second time in the Circuit court at 
Danville, Judge Wilkin* presiding, and 
several Decatur people are in attendance 
as witnesses. 
The complainant whose 


name was once Zink, if it is not yet the 
same, claims that she was married to 
Geo. W. Funk, a wealthy fanner of 
McLean county, at Decatnr, on the 29th 
day of Sept., 1870. The complainant has 
with her in court in a very bright looking 
little girl aged eleven years, who claims 
to be the daughter of the defendant. The 
defendant has since the alleged marriage 
with complainant been married to an- 
other woman and has now a family by 
her. He denies that there was ever any 
marriage between himself and the com- 
plainant. The question for the jury to 
determine is whether or not the complain- 
ant and the defendant were ever married, 
as claimed by the complainant. The 
complainant is represented by Hon. D. 
W. Yoorhees, of Torre Haute, and by 
Mann and Calhoun, as counsel. Hon. 
Lawrence Weldon, of Bloomington, Hon. 
Leonard Swett, of Chicago, and Black & 
Blackburn, of Danville, very ably take 
care of the interests of the defendant. 
The woman brings iiction to establish her 
alleged relation of wife of the defendant. 
She claims to have been married to Mr. 
Funk in Decatur in '70 by 'Squire Samuel 
Steel, long since deceased. She has an 
alleged certificate of the marriage, but 
the defendant will attempt to show that 
the signature to the same is a forgery.

Cook's Band of Hope supplies for the use 
of each band which shall pay the Union 
for them as soon as may be. 


5. Weekly meetings shall be held on 


Sunday afternoons at half-past three in 
such places us 
are considered best, 


whether in churches, halls, court house, 
or hose houses. Monthly or quarterly 
meetings may be held in the tabernacle, 
where all the Bands of Hope may unite 
in the exercises. 


6. Immediate, earnest, persevering and 


united efforts must be made to teach the 
children temperance.

Wallace was chosen superintendent of the 
work in the third ward and Mrs. L. M. 
Brown, vice-president from the Presbyte- 
rian church is superintendent in the fifth 
ward, others will be chosen soon for the 
other wards.

The Pour Cameta of the Tear. 


AJbany Aryue. 


In plain fact, there have been but 


four comets seen, thus far in 1882. 
The first celestial vagrant of the 
year was discovered by Mr. Wells, 
of the Dudley Observatory, March 
17 and for a long time it monopoliz- 
ed the attention of astronomers in 
both the old and new world, owing 
to its unique features. 
Although the 


period of the Wells comet has not yet 
been fully calculated, enough " is 
known to show that the comet will 
not return to view under 1000 years. 
The second comet of the year was 
seen but once, and then for only a 
short time by the astronomers who 
were observing the sun's eclipse from 
Egypt last spring. 
It was described 


in a brief dispatch which noted the 
success of the observations of the 
eclipse as "a fine, bright comet close 
to the sun and astronomers for a long 
time watched for its appearance, on 
the supposition that it would be vis- 
ible on its return from perihelion,but 
without success. 
The third comet 


of the year was discovered on Sept. 
13, and duly chronicled by Professor 
Barnard, of Nashville, Teen. At 
first, owing to the place of its dis- 
covery in tho constellation of the 
Twins, it was presumed by some to 
ae the re-appearance of the famotsa 
Pons comet of 1812, but this was 
ubsequently shown to be an erro- 
neous supposition owing to its direc- 
tion of motion. The Barnard comet 
which was at the time of its discov- 
ery a faint telescopic object, abou 
i.j seconds of arc in diameter, i: 
now approaching perihelion,which i 
will attain about the 7 of November 
At its brightest it will bo but abou 
.hree times as large as when firs 
-een.

Green B. Kaum at the 


Tabernacle. 


Supplemented by Bousing Addresses by 


Ex-Governor Ogleeby and Hon. 


Charles T. Strattan. 


There was a big turnout of people at 


tbe grand Republican rally at the taber- 
nacle last Sight, the crowd of ladies and 
gentlemen numbering about 800. It was 
a meeting which Gen. Green B. Baum 
was advertised to address, and after 
Goodman's cornet baud had played sev- 
eral of their splendid pieces, Mr. John 
Ullrich was chosen chairman of the meet- 
ing. He introduced the speaker of tbe 
evening in a neat speech as a citizen and 
a soldier who was well acquainted with 
public affairs, and therefore prepared to 
present hard facts for the masses to think 
about. 


GES15IUL IUDM 


is a fine looking gentleman, with full 
black beard slightly tinged with gray, a 
b'ttle below medium height aud of a ro- 
tund figure. He was received with gen- 
eral applause. In the beginning he stat- 
ed that he would make no attempt at ora- 
tory but would give a plain statement of 
facts of the business of this country. We 
are now in the midst of plenty and con- 
tentment. There is peace and prosperity 
everywhere. The people control public 
aftairs and questions of public concern 
are periodically settled by the people who 
delegate and redelegate men to do thtir 
bidding. Under our system of govern- 
ment the ballot is used in expressing the 
sentiment of the people—in selecting men 
to represent them iu congress. There are 
two great parties in this country—tjje Re- 
publican and Democratic, and the voters 
are called upon to choose between these 
two parties. Tbe General declared that 
the Republican party &as not ashamed 
of its record. He pictured the condition 
of the country 21 years ago, and then 
briefly alluded to what had been done by 
Republicans in crushing slavery, giving 
equal rights to all, giving the right of suf- 
frage to the negroes and in preserving 
tbe Union and bringing peace and pros- 
perity to tbe entire country. It is just 
and right to refer to what tbe Republi- 
can party had done for this country, al- 
though there are some—all democrats— 
who say give us something new and let 
the past alone.

The country has 
spread out, grown more and got richer 
within the past 20 years than it did in nil 
the 80 years of its existence as a Nation. 
In 1860 the population of the United 
States was 31,455,000; in 1880 it was 50,- 
155,000, an increase of 60 per cent., or an 
increase of 3 per cent, per annum in 20 
years. In 1860 the farmers of this conn- 
try bad 173,000,000 acres of land, under 
cultivation; in 1880 they had 287,000,000 
acres under cultivation, an increase of 76 
per cent. In 1860 the corn crop amount- 
ed to 838,750,000 bushels; in 1880 it was 
1,717,000,000, an increase of 175 per cent. 
In 1860 the wheat yield was 173,000,000 
bushels; in 1880 it was 498,000,000 bush- 
els, an inoreaseof 188 per cent. Tbe per 
cent, of the wool clip in the United States 
over 1860 was 298. The yield of precious 
metals from tbe mines of this country in 
1860 was 346,000,000; in 1882 it was 
$78,500,000, an increase of 70 per cent. 
In 1860 the yield of copper was 750,000 
pounds; in 1880 it waa 50(655,-000 
pounds. 
The production of coal (in 


1860 was 15,000,000 tons; in 1882 it was 
79,000,000 tons, an increase of 427 per 
cent. The pig iron production in 1860 was 
987,000 tons; in 1880 it WEB 3,835,000 tons, 
an increase of 288 per cent.; the rolled 
iron production in '60 was 227,000 tons; 
in '80 it was 663,000 tons. In '60 the rail- 
road b ar iron product footed up 235,000 
tons; in 1880 it reached the grand total 
of 1,208,000 tons,! 741,000 tons of which 
were steel rails. Tlie cost of steel rails 
used to be S150 per ton. but the price 
under our protective tariff has been re- 
duced to $47.50 per ton, and the tariff is 
$28 per ton. No - foreign company can 
eorcpete with oar home manufacturers in 
the face of this tariff, but were it to be 
reduced, and most democrats say they 
are in favor of a low tariff, this important 
industry, which gives employment to so 
many citizens would be ruined by the im- 
portation of rails. It is and has always 
been the chief aim of the Republican party 
by its tariff and other measures to encour- 
age and protect American industries, for 
on the prosperity of our borne institu- 


tions depend largely the Buccees of tbe 
Republic. Goods of every iind manu- 
factured, sold and consumed in tbe United 
States enrich tbe wbole country, and no- 
one can successfully refute the statement 
that the Republican party inaugurated 
tho era of general prosperity when it 
came into power.

He no- 
ticed that away off beyond the depot was 
a factory for tbe manufacture of agricul- 
tural implements. To-day there nre nu- 
merous factories in Decntu r, and about 
them has grown up a beautiful city of 
10,000 to 12,000 inhabitant*. Property 
sold low here 20 years ago, now tbe 
speaker learned a lot near the Union de- 
pot was held nt $10,000. Now, wby theee 
evidences of prosperity? Why have lots 
increased in value and why are factories- 
here and there filled with industrious me- 
chanics? 
There must be something 


wrong. It is because tho Republican 
party has bad control of this country for 
21 years. The first thing it did was to- 
frame the Merrill tariff law which went 
upon tbe statute books March 3,1861,and 
stands there to-day ns a basis of the tariff 
laws of tbe United States. It is a safe 
rule for every American who desires pros- 
perity and tbe comforts of home to vote 
for and sustain that party which legis- 
lates in bis interest, nnd if this rule was. 
followed tbe Republican party would get 
every vote in the United States. The 
value of woolen goods manufactured in 
1860 was 861,000,000; in 1880 tbe total 
value was $267,000,000, an increase of 333 
per cent., and a large proportion of it was 
American wool grown upon American* 
sheep. In 1860 tbe manufactured cotton 
goods amounted to $115,000,000; in 1881 
it was $210,000,000, an increase of 82 per 
cent. In 1860 the largest production of 
cotton was reported. 
It amounted to 


5,000,000 bales. 
The close of the war 


found the negroes free, and tbe old. mas- 
ters said they wouldn't work. In 1881 
the total yield of cotton was 7,110,000 
bales, an increase of two million bales, 
which shows that freedom is better for 
Sambo than slavery. This country baa 
not only produced enormously, but it has 
consumed largely. 
Only about six per- 


cent, of our corn product has been ex- 
ported. Great quantities of goods have 
been manufactured which have been read- 
ily sold nt home and abroad at good 
prices, and the era of prosperity coutinucg. 


The speaker next alluded to tho finan- 


cial affairs of the country, and showed 
that in 1861 we had $280,000,000 in coin 
and $207,000,000 in paper money. In 1880 
we had $670,000,000 in coin, an increase 
of 132 percent,; and $780,500,000in paper 
money, on increase of 277 per cent. Wo 
now have 8749,000,000 in coin and $780,,- 
500,000 in paper money. Tbe deposition' 
1860 footed up $2513,802,000; iu 1881 tbe 
deposits were $2,627,000,000, an increase 
of 935. per cent. The population of the 
country increased 60 per cent, in 20 years, 
and the deposits increased 9IV> per cent. 
All this has been brought about by the 
wise and careful legislation of the Repub- 
lican parl y. It n is grand su perstnicture. 
The democrats as a party are opposed to 
n protective tariff. The Republican party 
is in favor of a protective tariff. 
Under a 


low tariff, such as the democratic party 
advocates, Buchanan found no money in 
the treasury, and he had to borrow 
$50,000,000 from foreign countries to pay •• 
the running expenses of this government; 
It was humiliating. It wan disgraceful. 
The records show that the wages paid ia 
America are 100 to 300 per cent, greater 
than those paid in the old oonntries,'and 
that the prices of living he-re is 40 to 50 
per cent, cheaper than in Europe. All 
this means prosperity here and the re- 
verse over yonder, 
Eleven millions of 


people have come to this country from 
abroad and less than two per cent, have 
returned. Why do they comohere? They 
come first for freedom, second for pros- 
perity, more food, more clothing, and; 
better houses to live in. Prosperity means 
good legislation, and the voter who does 
not want to see the present condition of 
things changed, should vote the Republi- 
can ticket; and every man should vote. 
The Republican party is proud of its 
record in war and in peace. 
Ft is in favor 


of maintaining American labor against 
foreign labor. The General closed his 
instructive speech, which continued for 
one hour and twenty-five minutes, by al 
ludiug briefly to the election frauds in 
the South, and the importance of main- 
taining the purity of the ballot box.

The appropriations made by the 


last general assembly included a con 
tingent one for the completion of the 
state house, amounting to $531,000 
deducting which from the total leavei 
a less aggregate than was appropri 
ated by either the 29th or 30th gen 
eral assemblies, of which the "Sena- 
tor" was a member. 
The rate oi 


taxation, about which the "Senator' 
delights so much to prate, cuts no 
figure whatever in favor of the false 
proposition which he is seeking to 
establish, when it is remembered that 
it depends altogether on the amount 
of the assessment. The aggregate 
valuation of the taxable property in 
the state, as returned by the assess 
ors, has been gradually falling off 
ever since 1873, until the amount 
returned for 1881 reached a figure 
40 per cent, less than that of 1873. 
The rate of taxation in 1873 was 29 
cents, which, upon the assessment of 
that year, produced more revenue by

The State Taxes. 


In pursuance of law Auditor Swigert 


has certified to the county clerks of the 
state the rates of state tax for extension 
against the equalized assessment of nil 
property in each county for the year 
1882. 
These rates are computed by as- 


certaining the amount of revenue re- 
quired to be raised during the year and 
the rate which will produce that amount 
upon the equalized valuation of the 
property of the state. For this year the 
rates are as follows: For general state 
purposes, 2 1-10 mills on each dollar, or 
21 cents on each §100 valuation ot taxa- 
ble property; for school purposes, 1 4-10 
mills on each dollar, or 14 cents on pach 
$100; for state military fund, 1-10 of one 
mill on each dollar, or one cent on each 
$100. 
These rates aggregate 3 6-10 mills 


on each dollar, or 36 cents on each $100 
valuation of taxable property. Last year 
the total rate was 48 cents on the SI 00, 
divided as follows: General state pur- 
poses, 35 cents; state school purposes, 
12 ceuts; state military fund, one cent. 
This year the assessed valuation of the 
taxable property of the state is substan- 
tially the same as it was last year, and 
yet theie has been tho very substantial 
reduction of 12 cents made on the rate of 
last 3 ear, a reduction amounting to one- 
fourth of the rate for 1881. So large a 
reduction in the rate of state taxes will be 
hailed with general satisfaction by the 
people of the state.

Jonathan Harvey Eowell is a "self 


made" man in the completes! sense 
of the word, and his history as a poor 
farmer boy, a student, a teacher, a 
soldier, a lawyer, and a public spirit- 
ed citizen is one of which any man 
might be proud. Though a resident 
of Bloomington since the war ended, 
his earlier history is known to com- 
paratively few. He was born in 
Haverhill, N ew Hampshire, February 
10, 1832, and is therefore 50 years 
old. He was the second of eight 
sons. In 1849 his parents removed 
to Stout's Grove, in the western part 
of McLean 
county. 
The 
elder 


Bowell had been unfortunate and 
landed in Illinois with $37 as his 
sole fortune. 
He rented a farm and 


died the nest year. 
The subject of 


our sketch, Harvey, as his family al 
ways called him, was then about 
seventeen or eighteen, and. upon him 
and his older brother chiefly devolved 
the care of his mother and her five or 
sis young sons. The next year the 
older boys rented a farm in the north 
part of Danvers township, owned by 
their uncle. The oldest son under- 
took to manage the farm with the 
help of the young boys, and Harvey 
sought to earn ready money among 
the farmers to buy the many things 
his mother needed to make their 
humble pioneer home comfortable, 
and clothe and school the children. 
He had obtained the rudiments of 
knowledge in New Hampshire, and 
he sought to earn something in win- 
ter by teaching subscription schools 
(this was prior to the establishment 
of public free schools in Illinois), 
and in summer by working among 
the farmers as a farm hand and al 
the carpenters' trade. 
This was in 


the days when the early settlers went 
into the woods and hewed out oak 
frames—times when the trade called 
for muscle and endurance, and much 
heavy, hard work that carpenters of 
to-day have never experienced. 
In 


school teaching, or hewing, or plow- 
ing, or cradling, or pitching, young 
Bowell was a match for the best, and 
he was never without work 
Every 


one of his hard-earned dollars, ex- 
cept what he absolutely needed for 
the commonest of rough clothing, ho 
carried to his mother. 


About the time he became of age 


an event occurred that' turned the 
current of his life. A long and wast- 
ing illness with typhoid fever, which 
brought hii^ almost to the grave, 
robbed him of the strength which 
had been his pride, sobered him in 
his views of life. 
He had had his 


attention called to Eureka college, 
just founded in a humble way at 
Eureka, Woodford county, not over 
fifteen miles from his home. In de- 
spair of ever doing hard work again, 
he thought he would attempt to go 
through college. 
He was about 22 


years old now, but having given his 
mother all his earnings he had but 
$25 and a riding horse. 
He owed 


his doctor a hundred dollars and he 
sold the horse and paid this debt and 
started for college. 


The poor widow and her sons 


talked it all over, and this noble 
woman gave Harvey her maternal 
blessing and her warmest sympathy, 
telling him that she and her other 
sons would get along somehow with- 
out his help, but that he had only 
God and his own energy to rely upon 
to go through college, for they were 
too poor to aid him. 


At college young Rowell endured 


hardships that poor students of to- 
day will appreciate, though they are 
not called upon to endure self- 
denial so absolute. 
He secured 


a room in a frame shanty where 
he boarded himself for the whole 
college year at a cost of ninety- 
two cents per week, doing his 
own cooking, dishwashing, &c., and 
studying far into the night by the 
dim light of a candle, or the flicker- 
ing flame of a wood fire. His fare 
was very coarse, consisting of corn- 
mush and milk, graham bread and 
butter and potatoes. 
Ho did not 


drink coffee or eat meat of any kind 
during this entire college year, be- 
cause he was too poor to buy them, 
and too manly to let his friends at 
homo know bis condition. Never- 
theless Lis health did not give way 
under this strain, and he canio out of 
the year in good spirits and with a 
fine appetite for the chickens lie got 
when out among the farmers dnriiirr 
the summer, as a harvest hand wort 
ing for the funds with which to 
rough it through another college 
year. 
He spent a winter whilo Tn 


college teaching a school of eighty 
pupils at Washington, 
Tazewell 


county. His enthusiasm as a teacher 
was remarkable. During this winter 
he went voluntarily to school before 
school time in the morning, devoted 
half the noon hour and after four 
until dark in hearing special classes 
in higher algebra and other studies, 
and took eight or nine of these pu- 
pils back to college with him. 


Young Eowell soon was called up- 


on to act as tutor in the college, 
which aided him to eke out a subsis- 


tence. 
HIB college career is best 


told by the faculty of the college. 


Dr. J. M. Allen, now president of 


Eureka College, when asked by a 
reporter about Captain Eowell's col- 
lege record, said: 


"I first met Eowell about thirty 


years ago. Elder Win. Davenport, 
myself and Wm. Brown, of Spring- 
field, all warm friends of Eureka col- 
lege, drove across from Bloomington 
to Eureka. 
Night overtook us at the 


home of Matthew Blair, in Stout's 
Grove. We found a young man 
there, quiet, modest, unobtrusive and 
ordinary looking, who was teaching 
a school in the neighborhood. 
His 


name was Eowell. 
We told him 


about the new college we were just 
starting, and urged him to come and 
get an education. 
He asked a few 


questions, and in the fall of 1854 
came among us. He was poor and 
careless in his attire, but manly and 
upright, and he soon made his mark 
as an earnest student. The key to 
Capt. Eowell's success in life is hard 
work. He was one of the best stu- 
dents we ever had. 
Too much can 


not be said in his favor, and Eureka 
College is proud of him." 


Prof. A. S. Fisher was also inter- 


viewed. 
He has been a member of 


the faculty for 30 years, and knew 
young Bowell very intimately. 
He 


said: 


"I remember him well. He came 


hero a poor boy and kept bachelor's 
hall. I soon found that I could de- 
pend on Eowell every time for a 
thorough recitation. 
He did not al- 


ways have a nice shirt collar on, but 
he always had a good lesson. 
I soon 


found, too, that I could depend on 
him for aid in teaching or in any- 
thing else. If I wanted help, I only 
had to tell Eowell, and he would be 
on hand with other boys to help him. 
He was a natural leader among the 
young men, and was the founder, or 
one of the founders, of the Periclo- 
sian society in the college. He was 
an awkward public speaker then, but 
always a thinker and logical reaeoner. 
It was a great satisfaction to teach 
him, for he understood readily and 
never forgot. 
The second year he 


was in school we made him a teacher 
in the preparatory school, and a year 
or two before he graduated made him 
a member of the faculty as professor 
of mathematics, allowing him to go 
on as a student in college. 
In this 


way he earned part of his support. 
He left us about six months before 
he would have graduated, taking 
many of our best young men into the 
army, but by a unanimous vote of 
the trustees he and another member 
of the senior class wero issued their 
diplomas while they wei'e at the front 
fighting for the Union." 


Capt. Eowell was born of Demo- 


cratic blood on both sides. 
In the 


great debates in 1857 or 3858, be- 
tween Douglas and Lincoln, he was 
an ardent Douglas Democrat. When 
Fort Sumter was fired on he was 
still a Democrat, but he was also a 
patriot. 
The first call for 75,000 


men only allowed Illinois six regi- 
ments, and they wero filled almost 
instantly. In May the gallant Gov- 
ernor Yates called for ten regiments 
of state militia. Prof. Uowoll felt 
that a crisis was at hand. 


After a short mental struggle he 


decided to abandon his party and 
help to save his country. He reached 
this conclusion one forenoon while 
hearing 
recitation, dismissed his 


classes, enlisted as a private soldier, 
and telegaphed Governor Yates, se- 
curing the acceptance of a company, 
which was made up at once. About 
thirty students from the ,young col- 
lege enlistud. 
Another squad "came 


from Metamora, and a third from 
the northwestern part of McLean 
county under the lead of Krecl. Call- 
sen, now of Gridley. The boys want- 
ed to elect Prof. Eowell captain, and 
to avoid the honor he prevailed upon 
Elder O. A. Burgess, of Metamora, 
to enhstj promising him the captain- 
cy. He was elected, and the boys 
by a unanimous vote chose Bowel] 
first lieutenant, whilo Fred Callsen 
was chosen second lieutenant. 


The company was incorporated 


into the Seventeenth Illinois, at Peo- 
na, as Company G, on May 17, 1801, 
as a state militia regiment. In the 
meantime Lincoln had called for 
...00,000 men, and the regiment was 
mustered in on that call as United 
States troops on May 24. On Octo- 
ber 24, the regiment first smelled 
powder at Froderickstown, Mo. It 
was at the taking of Fort Henry and 
at Fort Donelson, and was terribly 
slaughtered at Shiloh. The regi- 
ment did any amount of skirmishing, 
garrison duty and guirrilla hunting, 
and joined in the final investment at 
Vicksburg. 


When he came back from the war 


Captain Bowell (who had been pro- 
moted from first lieutenant upon the 
resignation of Captain Burgess) went 
to Chicago and entered the law 
school, declining a flattering offer to 
return to the college at Eureka. 
He 


was admitted to the bar at Bloom- 
ington in 186G, and entered the law 
office of Tipton & Benjamin for one 
year as a clerk. When it expired, 
they were glad to admit him as a 
member. In 1869 or 1870 he was 
elected state's attorney for McLean, 
DeWitt and Logan counties, and in 
a service of four years greatly distin- 


guished himself. At the end of that 
time he declined a re-election. 
In 


1871 he formed a partnership with 
Lieutenant-Governor John Hamilton, 
then a young lawyer. 
The partner- 


ship still continues. 
Of Captain 


Rowell an eminent member of the 
Bloomington bar thus speaks of him: 


"It is conceded thiit Capt. Rowell 


has no superior at this bar, and it is 
well known that he has the most ex- 
tensive practice. I regard him as 
the most even member of this bar. 
Most lawyers have thoir weak points, 
but Capt. Eowell is a safe counselor, 
a strong trial lawyer, and is equally 
effective in addressing a jury or dis- 
cussing law points before a juoVe. 
Beginning without a dollar or an in- 
fluential friend, he has gone to the 
top of the professional ladder, and 
has hosts of warm personal friends, 
who believe that he is but in the 
morning of a glorious and highly 
useful career." 


It might be added of Captain 


Eowell's mother that who gave five of 
her eight sons to the service of her 
country, her two youngest being 
members of their elder brother's com- 
pany, and the other two in the 
Eighth Missouri 
regiment. 
She 


lived to see them all return with hon- 
orable records as soldiors, and passed 
away in 1865, shortly after the last 
ones returned. 


Keeping- Apples. 


The scarcity and consequent high 


price of good apples in the spring 
has induced large numbers to study 
the art of keeping apples. 
We 


learned it years ago. Here it is: 
Pick without bruising. Store with- 
out bruising. Store without frosting. 
Keep in bulk with a free circulation 
oE air and as cool as possible without 
freezing. 
Some would say keep in 


dry air. This is a mistake. We 
have seen hundreds of bushels kept 
in bins holding 200 ami 300 bushels 
in a cellar where the water was six 
inches deep on the bottom. The ap- 
ples were kept up on blocks and not 
stirred from the time they were put 
in until April, and when taken out 
were perfectly sound and covered 
with an oily coating; the variety was 
Ehode Island Greenings. The less 
apples are stirred the better when 
well picked and carefully stored.
